A FIERCE FIGHT. | 


A dispatch received at Calcutta on April 
4th from the Malakand Pass, via Simla, | 
siys thatthe operations of the British troops 
against Umra Khan, of Jandoe, the invader 


| of Chitral, in the pass itself, were commence- 


ed by the guides, who were sent to clear 
the hills on the left. The Maxim rapid 
firing guns were placed to the frent when- 
ever they got within range of the enemy, 
estimated to number 12,000. The latter 
at first made but a feeble resistance, but 
when the head of the pass was reached the 
action became general. The Gordon High- 
Janders and the Scottish Borderers stormed 
the defences of the enemy, which was 
compored of Swat Mullah’s and Umra Khan’s 
supporters. The British troops advanced 
with spirit in spite of the fact 3 that the 
roadway over the pass was cut away in 
many places, and that sangars or stone 
breastworks were constructed at various 
points, which had to be carried at the point 
of the bayonet. Fifty of the British forces 
were wounded, including three officers 
severely, and four slightly injured. Only 
three soldiers of the British force were kil- 
led. The enemy lost 500 killedand wounded. 
The first brigade is expected to reach the 
Swat river to night. 

The financial returns of the Dominion 
for March, published in to-lay’s ofhcial 
Gazette, shows a decline for the month of 
a million dollars below March 1894, as the 
railway receipts for March show a heavy 
decline. It is evident that hard times are 
going to get worse before they get better. 
The Dominion recipts for the nine months 
ng 3ist March, show a falling off of $3,- 
203.0000. The defici: for the current year 
cannot be less than four miliion dollars and 
may be five. The capital expenditure for 
the nine months was 33.273,000, compared 
with $3,852,000 in 1894.—Free Press.
